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revolver in a holster on his rirhz side. This photograph was 
enlarged 'ey the Dallas Police Laboratories and was used as a 
basis "of additional questioning of Oswald az approximately 
6: CO P.M. that same evening. 

On November 23, 1553, az 6:0C P.M. , in the office of Captain fritz, 
Homicide Division, Dallas Police Department, I was present at an ir.zerview 
with Oswald . Also present were Captain Fritz, FEZ Agent Jim Booimcuzz, ana 
four officers from the Homicide Division. This interview was cor.duczed with 
Oswald for the purpose of displaying zo him the blow-ups of photographs shew- 
ing him holding* a rifle and a pistol which were seized as a result of the 
search warrant for zhe garage of Mrs . Paine az 25-5 Wesz 5^1- Street, -irving, 
I'c-xas. When the photographs vie re presenzea to Oswald, he sneered at ..ncm 
saying that they were fake photographs; thaz he had seen phozo graphed a 
number of times'’ the day before by the police and apparently after they 
photographed him they superimposed or. the photographs a rifle and put a gun 
in his pocket . He got into a long argumer.z with Captain Fritz aoouz ms 
knowledge of phozegraphy and asked Frizz a number of zimes whether zr.e 
smaller -photograph was made from the larger or whether zhe larger pnozo grans, 
was made* from zhe smaller. He said at the proper time he would shew zhaz zhe 
oho to graohs were fakes. Fritz told him that the smaller phozegraph was za.icn 
from his effeczs at the garage. Oswald became arrogant and refused zo answer 
any further questions concerning the photographs and would not idenzify zr.e 
photographs as being a photograph of himself. Captain Frits displayed great 
oatience and tenacity in attempting zo secure from Oswald the location of whs 
ar/oarently is the backyard of an address at which Oswald formerly lived, buz 
it was apparent that Oswald, though slightly shaken by the evidence, had no 
intention of furnishing any information.
